In this time of Quietneſs, wherein Truth and Peace. met together, 


-did ſeveral of our moſt Knowing Nobility and Gentry, encouraged by 


diverſe- Acts of Parliament, and Royal Grants, form a Deſign to plant a 
Colony in America ; conſidering that of a!l Nations in Europe borderin 

upon the Sea, Scotland alone had no ſhare of Foreign Plantations, an 

were more than any other People, exc!uded from the Advantages of 
Trade ; andthis would be a Mean for Enriching the Nation, and Curin 

theſe two evil Diſeaſes amongſt us, of Beggary and 7dleneſs. And al 

WhG had a Eove to the propogating of the Goſpel, looked upon this as 
4 moſt probable and hopeful Mean of Enlarging the Kingdom of. our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, Accordingly the Proje goes on; and mauegre all the 
Oppoliition it met with at London, Holland and Hamburg, Five Ships were 
ſent our, and Two worthy Miniſters with them ; who at length land in 
Darien, a Place inhabited by a Free People, the Circumſtances and Ad- 
vantages of which, are well known, as being ſer out by others; Here 
our Countrey Men meet with good Reception, and ſeemed for a timero 
Proſper ; tili want of Correfpondence from Sccrland, and it may be 
fome hired Fraitors among themſelves, and Proclamations of a ſtrange 
Nacure, put forth in the Weſt Indies againft them, do quite Diſhearten 
them, and' force them (except a very few) to Relinquiſh the place : 
And as the firſt Ship ſent after them, miſcarried on our Weſtren Iſlands; 
ſp-we. have no pleaſant News of the Company which wear forth in the 


fol- 
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following May with Proviſions to Relieve them ; nor have we any Ae- 


count as yet, of the Four Ships char went thither in Sejtcmber leff, ard 


others ſince, But in all this Buſineſs, - both abroad ard at hcme. Cod 


ſeems to frown upon us. And whatever Sentiments ſome may have 
concerning this fad providential Stroke, yet certainly the Land is afliQ- 
ed, but few are afflicted with it as becomes. It is for this cauſe; 
that I would endeavour to- Excite all in the Land to juyn in an Ad= 
dreſs to the King of Heaven for his Help,when we. are ſo much at under.. 
And this is-ourComfort, that no. Courtiers-there,will hinder our Addreſs, 
but rejoice in it, if we approach that Throne with humble and pene- 
rent Hearts ; and the Majeſty of Heaven commands. us to call upon 
him inthe day of Trouble, and hath promiſed to hear us.

Latter-days. We cannor miſtske, in expeRting the down fall of Anti» 
chriſt, the. ruine of the Turkiſh Empire, the National Converſion of the- 
Jewes, and the fulnefs of the Nations ; and what a Glorious time. will: 


it be; whenall theſe things ſhall be. fulfilled ; chen Holineſs ſhall abgund,, 
| aud; 
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and be the Motto engraven on our ſmalleſt Enjoyments ; War. ſhall 

Ceaſe throw all the Earth, Kings ſhall no more contend about Clods of 
Clay, but ſhall be employed in bringing their Glory to the New. Feruſa* 
lem, andthey ſhall be indeed nurſing Fathers ro' a Church. I hope theſe 
days are not far off, tho* ſome have too boldly pretended to know 
the Times and Seaſons which the Father hath put in his own Power, 
and keept up from us, that we may pray the more Ardently ; yet he 
who hatch promiſed to come, will come, and: will not tarry. Chriſtians. 
therefore are not only called to keep up Communion with -God as to 
their own Souls, but they ought with great Vigour to mind the caſe of 
Zion: And it is certain, That one Reaſon why many have ground to 
complain of their Souls Leannefs, is, becauſe the Churches Condition is 
not more minded by them,and their preſent Caſe at home, makes them 
forger che Aflitions of Fofcph in the perſecuted and oppreſſed Chu:ches 
abroad; Nor are they duely melted to think of the Blindneſs of the Fews, 
the Mabometan Deluſions,and the Heatheniſh Idolatry: It is not ſaid that 
we pray no more to have theMountains removed which ſtand intheGoſ- 
pels way? IsnotGod the hearer ofPrayer? And how many precious returns 
might we have at the Throne of Grace, it we were Faceb-like, wreſtling 
the break of the Day ? How did Daniel Faſt and Pray, when the time 
drew near of the long looked for Liberty * The Promiſe put Life into 
his Prayers, and the aſſurance of being heard niade him the more 
Fervent. O that God would pour out a Spirit of Prayer on the Re» 
formed Churches, that they may ſet a part, Days of Humiliation and 
erying unto God, both for themſelves and for the Fews, who were once 
a peculiar Treaſure, but are now called, Lo--ammi, that they may be 
Conveired to the Meſſiah, and for the poor Pagans, that the ends of the 
Earth may ſee the Salvationof God. There is a Reſtleſneſs amongſt us, 
about wordly Concerns, to compaſs Sea and Land- to get ſome wordly 
Pelf; but we are not Earneſt and Keen to Trade for Religion, and 
to acquaint poor periſhing Souls wich their need of Chriſt. How will the 
Memory of worthy Mr. Eljet the Apoſtle of the Weſtern-Indians,be fragrant 
to all theGodly, who was ſo Inſtrumentalin bringing the poor Idolaters 
in Americs to Know, and.to Adore the Supreme Majeſty ; and what a 
Stain will the Slackneſs of others, when fair Opportunities have been 
offered them,be upon their Names? Yea, ſhall Papi#s ſignalize theirZeal * 
ig. Training and ſending out Men for this Service, or. rather for draw-

ing deluded Creatures blind-fold from one Error to another, and Prote- 
ſtant Churches do nothing for bringing them into the light of Truth and 
way of Salvation ? I verily think, if there were many pleading with 
God, weſhould yer ſee the Waters of the Santuary begin to ſwell and 
avercome all Oppoſition. Neither High nor Low ſtould confine their: 
Prayers to themſelves, and their own Families. The greateſt in degree, 
and the meaneſt Believer, ſhould cry unto-theLord to pity the dark Pla-' 
ces of the Earth ; but eſpecially Miniſters ſhould be the Lord's Remem- 
brancers, and plead fervently, That the Kingdoms of this World, may: 
became the Kingdoms ot the Lord, and of his Chriſt; and that Heraulds 
of Peace may be ſent into Satan's Camp, to bring over poor Souls led 
Captive at his Will. 

24h, Ifit pleaſe che Lord to grant us a Settlement in Caledonia,it would. 
be an excellent Mean to ſpread Chriſt's Kingdom. Which may be evin- 
vinced from theſe Conſiderations.

Our Government moſt Ad- 
apted to advance the:True ends of. Government in' Chriſt's Houſe, bes: 
yond what Prelacy or Independency can pretend to. 4. Our Difciplia 
(if Rightly Managed ) the moſt effe&ual to bear down Sin, and en- 
courage Piety. Now, all theſe Meeting together in the hands of :Zeal-- 
ous Minifters in a New Colony, muſt render Zjen in thatplace Beautiful: 
as the Morning, clear as the Sun, fair as the Moon, and Terrible as: an* 
Army withBanners, 3. It might be expeRed, that there the many favlts: 
which have ſpoiled our Civil Policy here ſhould be avoided, which: 
would exceedingly tend to the keeping out of many Evils that ruine, 
Juſtice,and deſtroy Love amor git us, 4. It would be a Place to which: 
many Nations would reſort for Trade, and ſo have occaſion to behold: 
the comely order of Gods Houſe, It was frequent. Converſe with 'the 
Few:, that gave occaſion to the Nations to know I/raels Gog, and fo : 
proved a Mean to gain many Profelites. How much more may we &x- 
ped this fromCaledonia,finceChriſtians will not keepup ſuch diſtance from .. 
the Heathen as theFews did? 5. We may juſtly expe, that this Colo» 
ny 
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ny ſhall not beTconfined to Darien, but ſhall ſpread to more Places ; and 
ſo the Lords In ereſt daily. gain Ground ; when a People pleaſe God, 
their Cords ſha | be tengthned, as well as their Stakes ſtrengehned. 6. 
This might prove a Bleiſed Mean to Convert evenPapiſts. But 7. Eſpe- 
cially co gain Souls ro Chriſt among the poor Heathens. I know Con- 
verſioa iSGod*'sWork:bur he' works ordinarily by Means;and there is great 
appearance, that this People would become Docile, and pliable to the 
Goſpel of Chriſt. For, 1. They are naturally a Kind, +well condition- 
ed and traqable People, and have many good Moral: Virtues among 
them. 2. The great Averſionthey have to the bloody Spaniards, would 
induce them to love our People, and our Religion the more. -3. Our 
People would be favourable wo them, and inſtead of Enſlaving, or-other- 
wiſe wronging them, would ſeck their Good, and endeavour to Civilize 
them, and acquaint them with mariy uſeful Trades, to render theirLives 
more Comfortable. 4, They will inſtruct and train their Children 'in 
God's way, and when they ſce our Care of their Young, they will cruſt 
us the mbre, 2nd loveus the better, F. Some of themſelves may m tie 
be in caſe to inſt;uct their own Friends in the way of Ged, and teach 
them to Read, and'let them ſee in'their own Language, how it hath been 
forerold, That the whole Earth ſhall be filled with the ' Knowledge of 
the Lord, as the Waters cover the Sea. 6. The many Prayers put up for 
them will not want their Effet. And 7. It will encourage them when 
they find that none are treated the worſe, but the niore freindly for be- 
comingChriſtian. All theft pur rogether, give ground to think, that we 
might look for much good to be done to-theſe poor People who are- at 
preſent without God, and without Hopein the World. 8: This would 
Excite greater Flames of Devotion in ourBrethrensSpirits there, whenchey 
ſhould Behold the Gentiles turning unto the-Lord, and renuncing their 
Idols, their Vanities and Lies. 9. This will draw - over many good Peo- 
pleto chat Place from chis Land, which is not able co ſuſtain its Inhabi- 
eants for wane of Induſtry, and good Policy, in providing Suſtenance 
and workfor the Poer, and where many are cruſhed by racked Rents and 
other Oppreſlions that keep many Godly People very low, and marrs 
the Exerciſes of their Grace andChriſtian- Duties. They -would go to 
their' Brethren abroad ro enjoy the Goſpel with better outward Accom- 
modations. 10; This Coleny would prove a Buiwark againſt Antichrift, 
and a ſecure retreat to many:diſtreſſed Proteſtants of other Churches, - a 
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Mean to Check the Spaniſh Barbatiry, and curb.the Popih Tntereft. Bur, 
31y, This great Enterpriſe is now, alas! ſadly born down, and ſecms 
for the preſent, co be almoſt cruſhed. For, 1, Our People who went 
thither firſt, are ſcattered, ſome are in Bondage among cruel Enemies, 
many-of them dead throw Want and Diſtreſs, with vaſt Loſs ard Expens 
ſes and Labour, which cannot but be greatly afliting to us. 2. We 
have another ſad Calamity, in the loſs ofa Ship with Pr oviſious in De- 
rien; and the ſcattering of che Second Company, except a very few, 
which may put the Third Company ſent out, to very great Hardſkip 
and Uncertainty in their Reſolutions. 3. The Weſt India Proclama- 
tions againſt us, have diſheartned our Friends, and ſtrengthned the hands 
of wikes, both upon a Religious and Civil account, eſpecially 
thoſe of Famaics, who have ſhewed much Unfriendlineſs and Hatred. 
I think it is a needleſs Debate, whether our own Miſ-managements at 
Home and Abroad, have been the Cauſe of our Diſaſter and Diſtreſs,or 
thoſe Proclamations : I think it is very evident, that Both have concur 
redtoward it; and that neither of the ewo (morally ſpeaking )could have 
done it alone,tho* where the Effects of fuch ſtrange, and unexpeted Pro- 
clamations might have terminated, were the Management-never fo exac, 
is what I confeſs few can tell, Butit is evident,that both theſe are of the 
Lord,andthat we ought toconſider them asReproofs for,and Puniſkhments 
our'Sins ; and-that by theſe Proclamations, which in ſome Places have 
been renewed again in Sepramber laft, we are brought under amoſt 
heavy” and diſcouraging Blow,fince none muſt relieye our People, more 
thanif they were abominable Pirates,tho they ated under the ProteRion, 
and according tothe Terms of an Ac of Parliament, and have not For- 
feited it: And fo long as theſe continue in Force, what can we ex- 
pe& bur the total over-throw of our Colony, ſince Scorland can never be 
able to furniſh them Supplies till chey ger Suſtentation cf there own, e« 
ſpeciaily in ſuch years of Scarcity as we havefele of late, wherein many 
at home wanted Bread. 4. As the Pope and his followers were mighti- 
ly alarmed withchis intended*Colony ; fo they now no lefs rejoice at 
ics preſent Diſtreſs ; and how- much Power our deadly Enemies have, is 
evident, and that they will employ it as far as they get Permiſſion, and 
and vent their Rage and Hatred againſt the Reformation as much asthey 
can. I doubt-not, but if Americe were out of the Papiſts Poſſeflion, 
their Pomp and Tyrrany would _- and therefore, they ate greatly 
s ataid

afraid, left Proteſtant Colonies get footing there. It may be, that be- 
foreche ruin of Antichriſt, their Golden Mines ſhall no more uphold 
their accurled Digaicy, and perſecuting Pride. - In the mean time, how' 
greatly do our Adverſaries prevail, eſpecially when, 5. We are bur lit- 
cle Encouraged by our reſormed Brethren at home ; and it wouldſeen 


the States of Holland do all they can tocruſh us, and ſome of our Brethren 
in England envy _ us the freedom of Trade, which could-not but prove 
many ways to the Advantage of that Nation, tho it may be ſome privat 
Men might gain lefs than they dv now. Burt truely, jt is trange, and 
fad, that any reformed Proteſtant ſhould for Selfiſh and By-ends prove 
our Enemics. 6. Our King, the happy Inſtrument ' of our Glorious De- 
liverance, ſcems to be Mil-informed concerning us, whether by Dutch 
or Engliſh, or both, I cannot ſay ; But it appears very plain, that His Ma- 
jeſty does not throwly know our Circumſtances, and is not ſo ready for 
our Relief as our Cafe requires ; This is the moſt {ad of all that hath yet 
befallen us. Lond turn our hearts to Thee,and our Kings heart toward Us,ſaveLord 
and let the King bear Us when wecall.7.\We are not ONE amongſt our ſelves 
inthis Aﬀaic, ſome have nothing of a publick Spirit, where their own 
private gain is not immediatly concerned ; Others baſely give it .out 
that the King isagainſt us, and bears ill will to our Colony, for which 
they deſerveto be ſignally puniſhed. Others to ſerve a Foreign. intereſt 
and to divideand betray the Nation, have invented falſe Stories, - and fo- 
mented Jealoyſies, as if all thiszeal for Caledonia had ſome ill deſign under 
it againſt the Government, which no ſenſible Man can give a Name un- 
to: And which is plainly contrary to the very nature of the thing, 'Thoſe 
wicked, but weak and filly ſurmiſes had diſcouraged many, and I was 
Iconfeſs, my ſelf ſomewhat infiuvenced by them ; I hope well meaning 
Peoples Eyes begin to be opened, and to {ce the talſenels of many wic- 
ked infinuations and lying Stories that have been ſpread, which - have 
diſcouraged and Diſtracted fome at home, and cannot but prove adif- 
heartning damp to thoſe who are gone abroad, when they hear how 
lictle their Caſe is ſuitably minded by us : And do. not ſuch miſchie- 
Vous practiſes give occaſion to Our Neighbours g2 fay, that we 
are falſe Scots, Berrayers of Our Countrey. and Ruiners one of 
another ? What can be done co repair our IJ offes, if thoſe 
who are honeſtly Zealous for. Caledonia, both Miniſters . and Peo- 
ple, be traduced asEnemies to the Government? tho we have all poſkbic 
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aſſurance of the Governments ProteQion, and AR in an u!:queſtionable 
legal way. Who could have thought, that any would have been ſo a- 
'Tperſed for owning the juſt Rights of a. free People ? ' Tell it not in Gath 
_ Þubliſhfic-not in AsZelon, that any who call themſelves Members of a 
reformed Church and Nation, ſhould fo ſtand in the way, of- their own 
Mercy, both Religious and Civil, or that a National and Chriſtian. de» 
Tigir ſhould have met withſuchOppoſition amongſt us. ThePublick-ſpirited 
Heathen, who generouſly preferred their Countries Good to all privat 
Conſiderations, ſhalf one day riſe in Judgment and Condemn the Cow- 
ardice,Selfiſhneſs,and Treachery of many called Chriſtians among us ; 
and if any beſo unhappy, as to ſeek to enrich themſelves by betraying 
their Country's Cauſe, they ſhall find it is but the Wages of Unrighte- 
ouſneſs, and the gains of Iniquity, a Moth and Conſumption to all the

Since then all agree, that withour refle&ing on theſe Proclamations, we

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who!le Deſign will pull into. loves. A deliberatly, and with reajL ove 
co, your Countrey, and then the means to accompliſh your Er.d,will not 
be hard ro find out. But if under ſhaddow of the Publick,Ver purſue pri- 
vat and baſe ends, all muſt fall into ruine. 4. Let every ore of us mind 
the Duties of our Station,and not ſtand accuſing this or thet Miſtake 
Error, or Miſcarriage in others, as the Cauſe of this Diſtreſs, leſt all Ee 
found to have had a hand in drawing it on: Let Minifters mir.d their 
ſpecial Work of praying and wreſtling for Caledenis, and ſerding it Gof- 
pel Supplies; and ler Nobility and Gentry dy what is proper for them 
in their Civil Stations, and not ſtanding Idle b!amirg-one-' another.

7, I come: in the laſt place, to prefs all-to be concerned, and to a& 
vigorouſly for Caledonia in Praver, and by all other lawful Methods. You 
are not to expect Rhetorical Flouriſhes from ſuch 'a blurit Pen as mine, 
I will not ſay, Ornarj 16s ipſa negat comtenta deceri ; for not only is the Sub- 
je& capable of Embelliſhment, but the Unconcernedneſs of many, re- 
quires Excitement by the moſt moving Diſcourſes, that they may have 
a juſt view of, and be fuicably affected with this excelleneDeſign. © But

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this muſt bs the work of others, whoſe Accompliſhments and Zeal are 
equal, Itis enough for me, who can attain no more, plainly to point 
out a few of theſe Things, that may invigorat, and ſtir up the Nation 
to a due Senſe of theirpreſent Duty. And, 1. To get our Coaſts en- 
larged by Prayer, as Fabeſhdid, is to attain to Honour 1a a more eminent 
degree than hitherto. Let Saracens and Turks, the Monarchies of old, 
or the Spaniard; of late, and other modern Ravages of the Earth, enlarge 
their Conque'ts by Biood and Freachery, by Pillaging aud Devaſtation 
their Names ſhall be Infamous for ever ; but for us to get .a Rehoboth by 
Prayer and fervent Supplieation to Heaven, will be an Evidence of che 
Favour, Good-will, and Kindneſs of the Poſſeſſor of Heaven and Earth 
'to us. Let us then be ſtirred up co plead fervently for a Blefling to this 
great Work from Heaven's King. 2: Goonreſolutely in this Aﬀaic ; for 
che Lord hath much encouraged you in the way of his Providence to 


proceed. You have lawful Authority on your ſide, King and Parlia- 


ment have given you Commiſſion, and are bound to Prote you, as we 
hope they will againſt all Oppoſers. You have the Generality of theNa- 
tion, and all crue hearted Scots Men to ſtand by you, none can oppo 

you wi.hout being Enemies to the Good of their native Countrey,What-

In ail which we ſee, how favourably 
the Lord treated us, and made plain paths before us: And it deſerves a 
grave Remark, That whatever Diſtreſs hath ſince come upon our Coun- 


try-m2n; yetithe Lord hath hitherto kept poileſsion for us; the Place 


hath never been totally abandoned, tho others would gladly have ſeifed 
it foc themſelves. And as cur juſt Right cannot be taken away, and the 
place is ſo impregnable, that if we were but willing, we may keep it a= 

ain(t all the Worid ; fo the Lord now invites us back, and hath kept 
it for us, by hindering any of our Encmies to fertile there. It may like- 
wiſe bs encouraging, that however dittant we are in ſome things from 
one an>ther ; yet this Intereſt ſeems co be the Center wherein we will

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different Sentiments, and uniteus to God, and to one another ir. the way 
of Unity and Love. 3. All our Chaſtiſements in this Matter are ſuch, 
that we are the more to be excited by them, ard not to te c:ft down, 
or turn faintin our Duty, It is the Lord who is trying us, to cauſe us 
truſt in himſelf che Living God, more than in all Human Wiſdcm, 
Power, or Wealth, and drive us near to himfelf, by Humiliation ard 
Reformation,by ſearching and trying our ways, that we may turn again 
unto theLord.

Letus be quickened to cur 
duty from: this confideration,rhat theLord frequently makes way for his 
extraordinary Kindneſſes, by ſome Humbling Diſpenſacions ; I{rael muſt 
encamp between Migdol and Baalzepbon, while the Sea is before them, 
and a bitter Enemy behind them; yer this Difpenſation muſt precede
